{OW TO REPAIR AD 
LECTRONIC INSTRUMENT OR 
RADIO 


Step 1. 

‘Approach the ailing radio in a confident man 
ner, This will give the radio (he mistaken idea 
that you know something. It will also impress 
anyone who happens to be looking, and if the 
equip ment should suddenly start working, you 
will be credited with its repair. If this step 
fails lo work, proceed to Step 2 


Step 2. 

Wave the service manual at the radio. This 
will make it assume that you are at least familiar 
with the source of knowledge. Should this fail 
to work, proceed to Step 3 


Step 3. 

In a forcible manner, recite Ohm's Law to the 
radio, (CAUTION: before taking this step, refer 
to some reliable handbook to be sure of your 
knowledge of Ohm’s Law) This will prove to 
the radio, beyond a shadow of a doubt, that you 
know something. This is a drastic step and 
should be attempted ONLY if the first two fail 
If this step tails to work, proceed to Step 4 


Step 4 

Jar the radio slightly. This may require any: 
thing from a three to six foot drop, preferably 
fon a concrete floor. However, you must be care: 
ful with this step because, while jarring is an 
approved method of repair, you must not mar 
the floor. Again, this is a very drastic step. If 
it falls, proceed to Step 5. 


Step 5. 
Brandish a large screwdriver in a menacing 
manner, This will frighten. the radio and 
‘ate your knowledge of the deadly “shor! 
technique. Proceed to Step 6. 


Step 6. 

Add a tube.even if the radio ts solid state 
This will prove that you are familiar with the 
radio's design. This will confuse the radio and 
thereby increase your advantage. If this doesn’t 
work, proceed to the most drastic and dangerous 
step. It is seldom needed and is a final resort 
when all else tails.

Severe 
Weather 
Training... 


As most of you will already know, the Na 
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA) is proposing ta close the Colorado Springs 
office of the National Weather Service As of 
press time, 1/27/89, Herb Moore. manager of the 
local office, told me that although there are rumors 
that the office is on a list of offices to start 
closing as soon as March 1, he has been told 
by NOAA officials that this office would not be 
closed before October 1. In any case, so tar 
this is only @ proposal which requires congres: 
sional approval before It is implemented, so noth 
Ing is definite 


Herb said that the Colorado Springs office has 
survived two such closure attempts in the past 
as a result of support trom local legislators and 
government officials. The numerous military 
facllities in the area as well as the heavily used 
civilian altport depend heavily on the office tor 
surface weather information Also. the weather 
radio broadcasts from this oftice were planned to 
be one ot the major local warning vehicles tol: 
lowing the elimination of BI Paso county's out 
door sirens, So there is a possibility that sufficient 
pressure may be applied once again to keep the 
ottice operating, and Herb is quite optimistic at 
this time 


But if the office should close as planned, 
operations for El Paso and Teller counties will 
move to the Pueblo office, This means that 
there will no longer be professional eyes monitor 
ing our immediate area for the telltale signs of 
severe weather conditions leading to the issuance 
of official warnings. This would make the role 
ot the Amateur Radio weather spotters even more 
important to the safety of the local community, 


During a severe weather net, we are only able 
to accept reports from properly trained weather 
spotters due to the critical nafure of the infor 
mation, Every year, Herb conducts training ses 
sions for Interested amateurs to enable them to 
better understand factors which can lead to severe 
weather and how to recognize theit onset, This 
year two such sessions are planned, both to be 
held in the Civil Defense room in the basement

CW 
FOREVER?

The issue of @ no-code amateur radio license 
seems fo have boon resurrected again Lately, it 
has been accompanied and justified by concerns 
‘of sluggish growth of the amateur population. 
But let's ignore that Issue for the moment, be- 
cause if all we wanted is growth, we could 
achieve that by removing all licensing require 
ments. The real issue is what standards ot re: 
quirements a person should meet in order to 
receive an amateur radio license, 


First, let me get my position out in the open. 
J have tong been an advocate of the code re 
quirement for all license classes, but have recent 
ly changed my opinion | believe the time has 
come for a no-code VHF/UHF-only amateur license 
with a written exam similar to the current Tech 
nician level exam (Please allow me to sidestep 
the question of exactly which bandsitrequenctes 
would be included.) | hold an Extra class license 
and { DO enjoy working CW (as well as phone, 
RTTY, packet, etc) so I claim | DO NOT fall 
into the category of “never really liked CW" ot 
“never really gave it a chance.” 


Let's review the FCC's stated purpose of the 
‘Amateur Radia Service and see where a Morse 
code requirement fits in: 


1, Public Service (especially emergency com 
munications) Public service tends to fall into two 
‘major categories: HP traffic handling (either routine 
or emergency) and VHF activities including provid: 
ing local public service communications (eg. 
walkathons) and packet traffic handling. CW com 
munications is still important in HF traffic han 
dling, but is not a significant part of VHF public 
seivice, Looking at it a different way, the CW 
requitemen) is actually hindering our ability to 
attract competent people into the amateur ranks 
so that they can be a patt of the VHF public 
service effort 


2 Advancement of the radio ar, Where has 
the radio art been advanced recently? | would 
suggest that the most significant amateur advan 
cement in recent years has been packet radio. 
11 is a good example of radio amateur ingenuity 
applied (0 a practical system. The level of 
electionic mail and message forwarding that ex 


Isls {olay was unimaginable to most of us just a 
few years ago. No! only does Morse code NOT 
fi1 into this area, i! pales in comparison, (Would 
you want your messages forwarded on VHF via 
CW or via AX25 with complete error checking?) 
Again, 1 submit that the Morse code requirement 
gets in the way ot attracting people with the 
computer or electronics expertise to advance the 
radio art 


3. Expansion of the reservoir of trained 
operators, technicians and electronics experts, CW 
is still a viable (and FUN) mode on the HF 
bands (and the VHF/UHF bands unde: weak sig 
al conditions), Therefore, it is desirable 1o develop 
“(rained operators who have skills which include 
receiving Morse code. On the other hand, CW is 
no} that common on VHEIJHE, so it makes sense 
nol to have the code requirement there, As far 
as expanding the reservoit of “technicians and 
electronics experts", Morse code does not apply 
and, again, is a detriment to attracting quality 
people to the amateur community. (| know of no 
‘major electronics company actively looking for tech: 
nniclans or engineers that have a knowledge of 
Morse code.) 


4, Enhancement of international goodwill Per 
haps Morse code has a role here as the “univer 
sal language"" I won't argue that point, but 
will point out that international communication is 
primarily on the high frequency bands, 


‘A no-code VHF/UHF license does a better job 
of meeting the stated FCC purpose for the 
Amateur Radio Service than the current license 
classes, It removes an attiticial and unnecessary 
bartier for the person interested mostly in 
VHR/UHF operation. We are currently excluding 
qualified people who could be electronics experts, 
involved in public service and advancement of 
the tadio art. On the other hand. the Morse code 
requirement {5 still quite valid for the HF bands. 
It is a tun and useful mode which will not die 
In the near future, but it should nol be @ fun 
damental requirement for entering the world of 
amateur radio 


‘The world is changing at a fast pace, espe 
cially the technical world, Amateur Radio must 
change with it or be left behind as a quaint 
obsolete hobby, Think about what ham radio will 
be tar into the tuture, Consider the year 2100 

with whatever advanced communications tech 
niques that will be possible by that time Da 
you really think a code requirement will be ap: 
propriate then? 1 don’t think so

QRP-40 Transmitter Kit 


The ORP-40 is a 1 watt 40. meter trans 
mitter kit made by Ramsey Electronics. Mt is a 
matching unit for their HR'4 teceiver kil(see Dec 
1988 Zern Beat for review) The kit sells tor 
$24.95. It consists of a printed circuit board and 
all needed components except cabinel and power 
supply, 


The parts ate good quality, but one of the 
four transistors was not marked and had to be 
identified by the process of elimination, Two of 
the diodes are very similar in appearance and 
during assembly were initially installed in the 
‘wrong locations. The printed circuit board was 
not as well made as that of the receiver kit 
One trace was broken and had to be repaired 
by a wite bridge An electrolytic capacitor ex: 
ploded on first powering up the transmitter. (t 
was installed correctly - Honest!yThe transmitter Kit 
is more difficult than the HR-@ receiver kit and 
T would not tecommend it to an inexperienced 
builder. A Heathkit it ain't 


For @ simple transmitter it has a few nice 
features, One transistor is used in a keying cir 
cuit, One is used as an oscillator, The remaining 
two are buffer and tinal amplifier, The kit in 
cluded one crystal for 7050 khz There is a 
switch and position for another crystal of the 
builders choice. These are two varactor diodes 
which ate used to vary the transmitter frequen 
cy by 8 to 10 Mhz. There is a separate diode 
switched antenna fack for a receiver. The switch 
ing circuit allows full break-in operation. 


‘The transmitter operates trom 12 to 14 volts 
and draws about 400ma on key down. The final 
transistor gels noticeably hot and 1 plan to add 
a small heat sink in the near future. The trans 
milter puts out a nice clean signal with no chirps 
and no obvious drift. Three contacts were made 
with the transmitter shortly after getting it com 
pletely assembled and repaired, The qso's were 
with stations in Fort Worth Texas, Shrievport.L. 
and Santa Barbara, Ca I used my Yaesu 7 
as the receiver, The Louisiana station was alsa 
operating qrp with 3 watts and a Heathkit HWS 
lransceiver, Later altempts. were made to use 
the transmitter In conjunction with the HR 
receiver. There ate some minor problems with 
that set up however. The antenna output to the 
HR-4 overloads the receiver on transmit making it 
almost impossible to zero beat the transmit fre 
quency, The tuning on the receiver is too criti 
cal and the bandspread needs further improvement. 
Tam sure that these minor problems are easily 
solvable. 1 purchased a small plastic box from 
Radio shack and plan to install the HR-4 receiver 
and Qrp-40 transmitter in it as soon as the front 


end overload and bandspread problems are figured 
out 


Despite the problems with parts identification 
and slightly lower quality pc board, 1 think the 
Qrp:40 is well worth the $2495. It has been 
lols of fun to build, trouble shoot, and operate, 
And it is sure meat to wotk someone hundreds 
of miles away with only one watt, but takes a 
Tot of patience and a little luck,

Tandy recently married thelr crystal-controlled 
VHF weatheradio (162.55 Mhz) with an upgraded 
version of their Timekube WWV seceiver (5, 10, 
& 15 Mhz) Both receivers are neatly housed in 
a small case whose “footprint will fit practical 
ly anywhere in the shack, A telescopic whip an 
enna extends to over 32 inches, 1 found that 
the WWV frequencies are received much better 
if the receiver is located on some sort of metal 
ic groundplane. Each of the WWV frequencies 
is crystal controlled, making it unnecessary to tune 
A simple 3-way bandswitch selects 5. 10 . and 
15 Mhz as desired for your location and avail 
able propagation, Tandy claims O.5uV sensitivity. 
and you will tind that both WWV and WWVH 
can be received simultaneously during the wee 
hours, Command keys on the top panel. simply 
select WEATHER, TIME, or OFF. I like the 
fact the unit is battery operated, making it total: 
ly portable, fitting in a coat pocket. glove com 
partment, etc A well designed time zone 
converter on the top panel eliminates the confus 
ing arlsing with changes between STANDARD 
and DAYLIGHT time, This little gem isn’t real 
ly “high tech," bul it does free the shack receiver 
for its main purpose At $29.95, it is value to 
the ham stafion.
